Withdrawal Hope By Director 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Draft 
Director Curtis Tarr says he 
hopes the United States will 
withdraw quickly from the com­ 
bat zones of Southeast Asia and 
begin the process of reunifying 
a nation divided over the war. 
"My only hope is that we can 
withdraw quickly from that 
theater and go about the impor­ 
tant process of bringing back to­ 
gether again a kind of funda­ 
mental unity without which our 
society cannot continue to ad­ 
vance or even stay where it is.” 
he said 
Addressing the National Inter­ 
religious Service Board for Con­ 
scientious Objectors Thursday. 
Tarr referred repeatedly to the 
war in "Southeast Asia’—not 
just Vietnam. 
The 
war. 
he added, 
has 
caused young people to lose re­ 
spect for military service. Until 
it is restored, he said. President 
Nixon s goal of an all-volunteer 
army will not be possible. 
Citing Nixon's goal to "reduce 
draft calls to zero.” Tarr said. 
"I think it would be a magnifi­ 
cent thing for the armed forces 
to move in this direction so that 
they might regain some of the 
respect that has been lost in the 
Southeast Asian war." 
Increased military pay and 
better management would make 
an all-volunteer army possible. 
he said. 
But I doubt that it will hap­ 
pen as long as we are trying to 
recruit from a population of 
young people who are subjected 
to a tremendous amount of peer 
group pressure against service 


in the armed forces based on 
our involvement in the war in 
Southeast Asia 
"I think when younger people 
come along who have not been 
associated with this dissent the 
chances for the volunteer force 
are quite good. But not until 
then" 
In the meantime. Tarr said 
he saw his own job as reforming 
the draft—making its applica­ 
tion more uniform throughout 
the nation, making it more effi: 
cient. and ending the use of de­ 
ferments as a way of guiding 
young men into needed occupa­ 
tions. 
He said some local draft 
hoards were "reticent or ada­ 
mant 
in refusing to grant con­ 
scientious objector classifica­ 
tions. although "I don't know 
where they are " 
But Tarr said conscientious 
objection was "a fundamental 
part of the selective service law 
and it should exist as an alter­ 
native for every man who is af­ 
fected by the system" 
President Nixon has barred 
future occupational deferments 
and asked Congress for authori­ 
ty to end student deferments. 
Tarr 
said 
this 
implied 
"awareness that Selective Serv­ 
ice should be used only to pro-

Challenged By Cardinal

For several days, he later re­ 
lated. he remained in seclusion. 
praying, wrestling with his con­ 
science. Then he emerged to 
hurl the thunderbolt that is rev­ 
erberating through the ruling 
echelons of Roman Catholicism. 
In a rare skirmish, on a basic 
issue, it has pitted a cardinal in 
contention with the Pope 
"I will not hide from you the 
suffering this entailed.” Cardi­ 
nal Leo Joseph Suenens com­ 
mented in an ensuing sermon 
last week in his home Cathedral 
of Malines in Belgium. "But I 
felt obliged, in conscience, be­ 
fore God. to assume my respon­ 
sibilities as bishop.” 
He says the primary issue, 
underlying the incidental mat­ 
ters that have brought it into fo­ 
cus. is how the Church ss to be 
governed, whether by jointly 
shared deliberation, or only by 
pa pill decision 
"It is a deadlock." he said in 
the controversial interview in 
France two weeks ago that 
touched off the repercussions 
The full text was published this 
week in a major Catholic week­ 
ly in this country, the National 
Register 
What brought the issue to a 
head, he said. was the action of 
Pope Paul VI in forbidding col­ 
legial consideration with the 
Church’s bishops of the question 
of 
mandatory 
celibacy 
of 
priests 
The Pope earlier also exclud­ 
ed the problem of birth control 
from joint consideration by the 
bishops, the cardinal said, add­ 
ing that these rulings disallowed 
exercise of the principle of co 
responsibility espoused bv the 
1962-65 Second Vatican Council 
It puts the bishops in an "im­ 
possible situation.” he said. of 
being barred from discussing a 
question (of priestly celibacy) 
that is being widely and openly 
discussed 
by 
others 
in the 
Church—laity, priests and theo­ 
logians 


"The bishops are apparently 
caught between two conflicting 
choices either they appear dis­ 
loyal to Rome, or they appear to 
dfxige their responsibility in 
their local churches. Either lose 
credit or lose credibility " 
Pope Paul subsequently has 
expressed 
"pained 
astonish­ 
ment 
at the criticism. He said 
it was delivered "in a manner 
that does not seem to us fitting 
to the brotherly style required 
by collegiality itself 
He emphasized his respect for 
the Vatican Council s teaching 
in regard to the "collegiality of 
bishops in sharing guidance of 
the Church

Although the national insurance 
rating board has filed higher 
automobile insurance rates with 
the Missouri Div ision of Insur­ 
ance. a div ision spokesman said 
Thursday competition is ex pect­ 
ed to keep actual rates below 
the newly filed schedules. 


The rating board rates showed 
an ov erall increase of 23'.I per 
cent for Missouri car owners. 
That included a 16 8 per cent 
boost in liability rates and 29 .6 
per cent in comprehensiv e and 
collision rates. 


J ack L. Sims, in charge of 
casualty insurance for the div i­ 
sion, said the high cost of auto­ 
mobile repairs was reflected in 
the more substantial increase 
in comprehensiv e and collision 
insurance rates. 


He said ev en if all the m em ­ 
bers of the national insurance 
rating board in Missouri adopt­ 
ed the higher rates it would af­ 
fect only IO per cent of the au­ 
tomobile insurance written in 
this state. 


Most companies ask and get 
the authority to schedule rates 
as much as 20 per cent below 
the board lev els. Sims said 
Missouri does not regulate au­ 
tomobile insurance rates but op­ 
erates on the theory that com ­ 
petition among insurance firms 
will control rates, he said.

Avoid Certain Foods 


lf Gastritis Sufferer

Q - My do cto r say s I have gastritis I am taking 
som e pills and liq uid that taste like chalk and they 
help me. What foods should I avoid ? Can recurrent 
bouts of gastritis cause a stom ach ulcer’’ 
A — Gastritis is usually aggravated bv alcohol, 
ex cessive smoking, coffee, highly spiced foods and 
greasy foods Many persons discover over the y ears 
that they have an individual sensitivity to certain 
foods and learn to avoid them Peptic ulcers are 
caused by nervous tension rather than bv gastritis 
Q — One do cto r told m e I have a fallen stomach 
and another said there is no such a thing What do 
y ou think9 
A 
F allen sto mach is a misnom er 
Some 
persons, especially those who are tall and lean, 
have a stom ach that lies relatively low in the 
abdom en 
when 
they 
are 
standing 
before 
a 
fluoroscopic screen and the stom ach is weighted 
down with barium sulfate 
Since this is not a 
disease, it req uires no treatm ent 
Q — What causes a shortage of acid in the 
stom ach0 I am on a bland diet and take dilute 
hy drochloric acid with my meals Is this condition 
serious" 
Will 
I 
have 
to 
take 
these 
drops 
indefinitely ? 
A — The mo st co mmo n causes of an acid 
deficiency in the stom ach are anemia and chronic 
gastritis. Another cause is cancer of the stomach, 
but if y ou had this y our doctor would have ordered 
surgery rather than drops with y our meals. The 
lack of acid is not serious in itself, but y ou should 
have periodic red blood cell counts and stom ach X- 
ray s.

stom ach X-ray s were negative I am taking Mvlanta 
and Valium but they do not help What can I do for 
this?

Starting back 
where I am in 25th position, 
you're automatically spotting 
the leaders the equivalent of one 
full lap two and one-half miles. 
That s like a prizefighter belt­ 
ing you twice on the jaw before 
the opening bell 
Guys like A.J. Foyt. the ten­ 
ser brothers and Roger Mc­ 
Clusky don't need any extra 


help They're tough enough to 
beat when you have the advan­ 
tage. You have to race like hell 
to beat these guys when you 
start ahead of them much less 
behind, and I'm starting way 
behind 
How do I expect to do it? 
Well. I'm planning to run a 
flat-out pace until I'm with or 
ahead of the leaders. 
Man. there are a lot of fine 
drivers between me and the 
front. There are also some driv­ 
ers I d just as soon not have to 
get around. That s why I say 
starting back in the rear is like 
giving your opposition a one-lap 
advantage. 
All the time I'm fighting to- 
get by the cars in front, the 
leaders will be going at top 
speed and moving that much 
further ahead I figure it might 
take me three or four laps at 
times to get one of the slower 


cars, even if I'm running four 
or five miles an hour faster. 
And you have to watch the 
traffic. One mistake can end 
things tor the day. There are 
times when one guy s blunder 
takes two or three cars with 
him Now I certainly wouldn't 
want to do that. . to me or to 
anybody else. All the prepara­ 
tion and the work that it takes 
to make the Indy 500. not to 
mention death or injury, rides 
with the driver on race day. 
I have set the chassis on my 
Mongoose to run on a slick 
track, and for good reason. I 
can't remember when the track 
didn t get oily, particularly from 
about halfway on. That s when 
you've got to go. and go fast. 
The drivers who start slowing 
down when the track becomes 
oily and slick are the ones I will 
be taking on the way to the 
front.

Flood's $3 million antitrust suit 
against baseball started a week­ 
end recess today with Chub Fee­ 
ney. president of the National 
League, preparing to take the 
witness stand next. 
Feeney will testify Monday 
when the trial moves into its 
eighth day. 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
completed his testimony Thurs­ 
day and repeated an earlier 
stand that adoption of pro foot­ 
ball's option system would be 
“ very damaging " because of 
the possibility of tampering. 
Pro football allows a player to 
become a free agent after play­ 
ing out an option season. He is 
free to make his own deal once 
his option lapses and should he 
sign with another team, his old 
club receives another player as 
compensation. 
Jay Topkis, one of Flood s at­ 
torneys. asked Kuhn why the 
system could not be adopted to 
baseball. 
“ It is inevitable," said Kuhn, 
“ that 
any 
system 
such 
as 


professional football uses has 
the danger of tampering I want 
baseball to be free of any dam­ 
age." 
Flood, former St Louis out­ 
fielder who refused to report to

Nixon Talks To Crusade 
About War A nd Dissent 


Black Policemen Face Pressure

His unifo rm is the same shade o f blue, the 
metal o f the badge the same quality . But when a 
po liceman's skin is black, his pro blems tend to 
multiply . Often, he is the man mo st in the 
middle—either because o f his co lo r o r his badge. 
"The department reflects the same so cial 
co nditio ns that are presently co mmo n." say s 
Capt. W. Lawso n, o ne o f 21 Negro o fficers o n 
Seattle's 1.000-man po lice fo rce. He is a 20-y ear 
v eteran. 
“ When black o fficers jo in the fo rce," he 
co ntinued, "they kno w they will be singled o ut by 
black militants. 
The v ast majo rity o f black 
o fficers take it in stride. The militants are do ing 
their thing and I'm do ing my thing and we bo th 
understand each o ther." 


Bo b Ingram, 3 3 . a sergeant was named last 
January as Miami's "Po liceman o f the Year." His 
go dfather was the city 's first Negro o fficer and 
was sho t to death while o n duty . A bearded father 
o f two . Ingram respo nded to an Asso ciated Press 
sampling o f the status o f the black po liceman: 
"I hav e it easier than he did. but it's still no 
Sunday scho o l picnic. 


"In white neighbo rho o ds, they call ‘nigger’ at 
me. Aro und the ghetto it s ro se-unprintable stuff. 
Any o ne who y ells tho se things needs help, baby , 
no t a punch in the mo uth... 


“T m the first to admit that black perso ns gripe 
abo ut treatment fro m black o fficers at least as 
much as they co mplain abo ut white po licemen. 
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p rice co n tro ls to cu rb the co n ­ 
tin u in g 6 p er cen t an n u al rate o f 
in flatio n an d alarm in so me 
q u arters o v er risin g u n emp lo y ­ 
men t. the adm in istratio n has 
co n tin u ed to in sist its strin gen t 
p o licies, altho u gh p ain fu l, wo u ld 
so o n b egin to slo w p rice hik es 
an d p ermit the gradu al retu rn 
to stab le eco n o mic gro wth.

Both rep orts are held under lock and key 
awaiting a release date. Unauthorized cop ies, 
however have been smug g led to this column 
I’he Commission, p roclaiming the consumers- 
rig ht to safe p roducts, 
will ask for ‘ authority 
to develop and set mandatory consumer p roduct 
safety standards 
The Commission will also 
seek the p ower to recall hazardous items off 
the market 
In contrast, 
the Surg eon Generals rep ort, 
adop ted by a secret HMo-2 vote, p uts the emp hasis 
on p ublic education and joint industry -g overnment 
action 
—Profits vs. Safety — 
Consumer demand for safe p roducts and tools 
must p recede the economic investment required by 
such chang es.- contends the Surg eon General s 
committee This seems to say what the p urchasers 
don t know won t hurt them or. p erhap s more 
p recisely , the manufacturers needn’t g o to the 
ex p ense of eliminating a hazard until the p ublic 
g ets outrag ed over it 
Disag rees the Commission: “ It is not necessary 
to wait for an ep idemic of injuries as p roof of a 
hazard 
When a manufacturer offers a p roduct, 
the offer imp lies a warranty that the item is not 
unreasonably hazardous “ 
The Surg eon General s committee also takes a 
rosy view of the reforms that manufacturers 
already have adop ted, declaring “ There have been 
many recent evidences that manufacturers of 
consumer p roducts are willing to redesig n or 
remove 
from circulation 
p roducts 
which are 
p roven to be hazardous. 
“ Sharing ep idemiolog ical data with industry has 
already resulted in the develop ment of Temp ered 
safety g lass for doors and p anels: flame retardant 
fabrics 
for 
clothing 
and 
home 
furnishing s; 
imp roved heating p ads; removal from the market 
of g as heaters with defective desig n, refrig erators 
with door assemblies to p revent accidental child 
entrap ment, safety closures for drug containers, 
and many others.”

There is p robably m ore talk and less understanding in 
this country today than at any tim e in its history . 
Inform ation is ex p loding all over the p lace, but the fall­ 
out does not autom atically ' sp ell

be tte r-e duca te d” p eop le, y oung or 
otherwise. 


D esp ite the ex citable talk about “ re p ressio n .” there has 
never been m ore a rg um en t, discussion, dissent, funda­ 
m ental questioning —not just about the im m ediate issues 
of the day but about the n ation ’s values, its p olitical 
p rocess, all the g uidelines under which we live. 
But none of the w arrin g g roup s in this society , and we 
le a dy are w a rrin g at hom e today , a re g etting throug h to 
each other. And it is not just because so m uch of the a r g u­ 
m ent is conducted at the shouting level, thoug h that is 
sy m p to m atic of w hat ails us. 


Hie crushing fact in all this turm oil is that nobody is 
convincing his “ op p osite n um be r” because most of us are 
talking in code lang uag e reallv m ean t just for those who 
a re a lready with us. 


By sheer volum e of noise and num bers, the contesting

An op en letter to p arents whose sons have 
voluntarily joined the armed forces 
Dear Perp lex ed Parents. 
I address y ou as "p erp lex ed 
because I am 
assuming y ou are as p uzzled as I was with the 
reactions y ou g ot from family , close friends, casual 
acquaintances and out-and-out strang ers when y ou 
announced y our child's decision to g o into the 
service. 
Frankly . I was a bit surp rised when my eldest 
son told us he p lanned to join the United States 
Navy after his g raduation from hig h school in June 
We had assumed he would enter the university and 
study eng ineering But. after discussing with him 
what 
we 
considered 
the 
advantag es 
and 
disadvantag es of his choice, we said, as we have 
said to him so often in the p ast. “ Now y ou must 
make y our own decision.” (This wasn't difficult for 
us. His decision-making started many y ears ag o 
with such thing s as choosing which socks he would 
wear with his little g reen p lay suit, p rog ressing 
throug h the y ears, step by step , to making very 
imp ortant decisions.) 
We soon discovered others questioned his rig ht 
to decide how he would sp end the nex t few y ears of 
his life. 
I am sure y our ex p erience p arallels ours. If y ou 
say . “ My son is g oing to. join the submarine 
service.” y ou’ll receive one of the following ty p ical 
rep lies: 
What a shame! You mean his g rades are so bad 
he can’t g et into colleg e? 
I see! Afraid he'd be drafted, was he? 
How COULD y ou let him sell out to the military ? 
You’re sending him off to become a killer! 
Amerika! (That’s no ty p o — in this remark, it is 
sp elled with a “k.” ) One more boy taken in by 
American fascists! 
Now. the truth is. our investig ation of his motives 
has turned up no coercion by black-shirted fascists. 
Our son had ex cellent g rades and had been 
accep ted by the school of his choice. He doesn’t 
seem to disp lay any “sup er-p atriot” sy mp toms and. 
according to all the evidence we have, he doesn’t 
seem to harbor any deep seated killer instincts. 
I must admit that with the sort of reaction we've 
been g etting , I have been sorely temp ted to stop 
say ing he is joining the Navy . I’m beg inning to g et 
the idea that I d have an easier time of it if I 
announced. “ He intends to do the commune scene 
when he g ets out of school.” 
Ex p erience tells me that if we said our son 
p lanned to g o to Canada to avoid the draft, we d be 
advised to tell him to follow his conscience, to 
make his own decision because, after all. his 
p rincip les and his life are involved. 
Actually , that is ex actly what we have done — 
told him it s his life. And. to date. I don t p lan to do 
any thing else. Ex cep t, p erhap s, write to the 
Pentag on and sug g est it p rint up some sort of kit 
for p arents whose sons voluntarily join the armed 
forces. The least they could do is g ive us a few 
sug g estions on how to answer the kids’ critics.

Co n tro l Yo ur Heartb u rn 
By Your Eating Hab its 


By W A Y N E G. BRANDST ADT . M D. 


Q — I get a severe heartburn every time I drink 
coffee or orang e juice or take asp irin. What can I 
do to g et rid of all that acid and what can I take in 
p lace of asp irin? 
A — If you don’ t 
have p ep tic ulcer or g all bladder 
disease, y ou should be able to control y our 
heartburn by avoiding the thing s that y ou have 
found ag g ravate it — often g reasy or hig hly sp iced 
foods. Eat slowly . Chew y our food thoroug hly . 
Don t eat when y ou are under a nervous strain. If 
y ou do have a bout of heartburn, take one of the 
many antacids that are available. Those with 
coating action usually g ive the best results. 
In 
p lace 
of 
asp irin, 
y ou 
could 
take 
acetaminop hen (Temp ra. Ty lenol). Althoug h no 
p rescrip tion is needed, this drug should not be 
taken reg ularly for more than IO day s. 


Q — I had heart burn for 40 y ears and no doctor 
could help me. Then I found that if I drink black 
coffee. Sanka or tea without milk or cream every 
morning . I don’t have heartburn. Perhap s this will 
help others. 
A — One man’ s meat 
is another man s p oison. In 
many p ersons with heartburn, cream will bring on 
an attack but skimmed milk can be taken freely 
and may even relieve it. 


Q — Is it harmf ul in any way to eat baking 
p owder? 
A — Baking powder contains baking soda, cream 
of tartar, starch and sodium aluminum sulfate or 
c alcium p hosp hate. I never heard of any one eating 
it straig ht — must be an acquired taste. Small 
amounts would not be harmful, but any thing can 
be p oisonous if taken in too larg e a quantity . 


Q — What causes reg urg itation of stomach 
contents into the mouth? 
A — This may be caused by eating too fast, 
swallowing air. nervous tension or g all bladder 
disease. The food y ou retaste is not necessarily the 
cause of the trouble.
